objecting to the 
zoning 
change,

devaluation as the reasons.

Under city and state law, a 
three-fourths affirm ative 
vote of the full council would 
be needed to override the 
objections,

However, since the proposal 
was tabled by the council 
until their July 14 meeting, 
this deadline may not hold 
up, even if approved by the 
council at that time.

By Historial 
Bunker Hill Reviewed

LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) — 
Texans can truly sympathize 
with 
the early American 
colonists who fought in the 
Battle of Bunker Hill 200 
years ago, according to 
historian Ford Mitchell. 
‘‘Remember Bunker Hill? 
R em em ber 
the 
Alamo? 
Sure, there were differences 
between the two battles, but 
in both cases they became 
the 
cry 
of 
revolutionists 
seeking independence who 
had a 
bloody cause 
to 
remember,” Mitchell said. 
There were differences. 
‘‘For one thing the Texans 
took over a fortification that 
was the best obtainable. The 
American rebels dug their 
own,” Mitchell said. 
Following 
a 
secret 
meeting of the Colonist 
Congress June 15 during 
which it voted to fortify 
Bunker 
Hill 
on 
the 
Charlestown Peninsula, the 
Americans were ready for 
whatever it took 
‘‘On the fateful night of 
June 16 a meeting of officers 
including Gen. Israel 
Putnam and Col. William 
Prescott — ended with a 


midnight decision to fortify a 
smaller hill a few hundred 
yards 
nearer 
Boston,” 
Mitchell said. “And, while 
the battle that occurred on 
June 17 has been known as 
the Battle of Bunker Hill, it 
really was fought on Breed’s 
Hill, 
some 
75 
feet 
high 
compared with the 110-foot 
high Bunker Hill.” 
Mitchell said the decision 
to fight at Breed’s Hill rather 
than Bunker Hill was one 
that still has historians 
shaking their heads because 
it was not as easy for the 
Colonists to defend. It was a 
decision that would have 
appealed to Putnam because 
of its unmistaken dare to the 
British to come out and fight. 
“ From midnight to about 4 
a.rn 
about 1,000 farmers 
weilded shovel and axe to dig 
out an earthwork fort about 
136 feet square,” Mitchell 
said. “The British reacted 
by 
planning 
a 
frontal 
assault, but decided to wait 
until the afternoon high tide. 
“ This allowed time for the 
colonists 
to correct 
an 
almost fatal flaw by digging 
a wall fortification angling 
eastw ard to the Mystic 


River. Snipers also were 
stationed 
in 
abandoned 
houses in Charlestown on the 
Charles River side of the 
battleground,” he said 
The British soldiers, ac­ 
cording to Mitchell, moved 
across the river from Boston 
on a barge and then calmly 
ate lunch before forming a 
solid line of men to march on 
the rebels in a 
massive 
bayonet wipeout. 
“When the wall of British 
moved as close at 50 feet in 
some places the colonists 
opened fire on them with 
their m uskets, probably 
killing more than 90 of the 
front line in an instant,” he 
said. 
“ About 
15 
minutes 
after the first attack the 
British attempted a second 
which suffered a 
similar 
fate.” 
A third attack found the 
colonists scrounging for 
powder 
and 
balls, 
and 
unable to fight off the con­ 
stant file of men. The well- 
disciplined 
British 
used 
bayonets effectively. 
“The slaughter in the dust- 
fogged redoubt would have 
been greater had it been 
easier 
to 
identify 
the 


en e m y ,” 
Mitchell 
said. 
“ Unlike the Alamo, there 
was a back door and most of 
the 150 or so defenders made 
their escape.” 
A silk-fringed waistcoat 
and a Brown Bess Musket 
carried by a soldier of His 
M ajesty’s 38th Regim ent 
that stormed Breed’s Hill 
are part of a Revolutionary 
Relic bicentennial display

Dr. Milton Hodash of 
B r o w n 
U n i v e r s i t y 
sometimes is seen speeding 
on the streets of Providence, 
R. I., with a baboon or two 
snoozing in his car. 
These are not your usual 
baboons. Hodash isn’t your 
usual dentist. 
Once when a policeman 
flagged him for speeding, 
Hodash 
explained. 
Any 
minute and the anesthesia 
would wear off and the 
baboons might romp all over 
the interior of the car — 
disrupting driver and maybe 
causing an accident. 
Hodash was not given a 
ticket and continued his race 
to the animal center with 
baboons still in dreamland. 
For more than a decade 
Hodash 
has 
been 
ex­ 
perimenting with implants 
to take the place of human 
teeth. He has been using 
baboons in the research. 
Some have had implants for 
more than IO years with no 
ill 
effects. 
He 
alw ays 
t r a n s p o r t s 
t h e m 
anesthetized 
from 
the 
animal 
q u a rte rs 
to 
his 
laboratory. 
He has implanted teeth 
made of a plastic material in 
some humans. In an 
in­ 
terview he said he is en­ 
couraged. Not far down the 
road, implants may be in the 
dentist’s bag of techniques, 
to hear him tell it. 
Hodash is one of an army 
of dental researchers aiming 
for better ways of filling 
gaps in the nation’s dental 
health picture. 
At the National Institute of 
Dental 
Research 
in 
Bethesda, Md., hundreds of 
research grants are under 
supervision. 
They 
range 
from 
programs in 
better 
pain 
control -—including research 
in acupuncture. The pain 
control place for a dentist 
using acupuncture is the 
'hand’s fleshy part between 
the thumb and index finger. 
It takes a long time for 
research results to become 
neighborhood dentistry. For 
example, audio analgesia is 
really old hat but not many 
who visit dentists ever have 
had pain killed or masked by 
audio. 
This is accomplished by 
clamping a headset on the 
patient and turning sound up 
to where it masks dental 
noise and helps to reduce 
pain sensations. 
Pilot studies funded by 
Uncle Sam are going on in 
Rochester, N Y. and other 
communities — testing the 
effectiveness 
of 
plastic 
sealants coated on teeth. 
Will this stop cavities? Time 
will tell.

front: , 


now can be remodeled in the 
patient’s mouth in about a 
halfhour 
dental 
ap­ 
pointment. Dr. J. Daniel Cox 
of Westfield, N.Y., says the 
resins and a powder mix are 
applied

crowns to produce an at­ 
tractive looking tooth. 
If your child has a tooth 
knocked out, get him to the 
dentist as soon as possible 
for the best chance of suc­ 
cessful reimplantation of the 
tooth.

Under 
t r a d i t i o n a l 
m e t h o d s , 
patients with this type of 
periodontal or gum disease 
are treated by transplanting 
gingiva, or gum tissue, from 


the palate to a surgically 
prepared area where tissue 
has receded or was lost. 
Dr. Bruck Dordick said his 
research 
indicates 
that 
better results may be ob­ 
tained by transplanting soft 
tissue directly onto the bone. 
His innovative approach has 
the advantages of less chair 
time and a lower incidence 
of postoperative sw elling 
than the currently used 
technique. 


America Seeking 
Safer Cigarette 


NEW 
YORK

— 
Memo to the nation’s 52 
million smokers: 
As it says on the package, 
Uncle Sam’s health sleuths 
have determined smoking is 
hazardous to your health. 
But in the campaign to 
stop cigarettes from shor­ 
tening your life, Uncle Sam’s 
doing a lot more. H e’s 
searching 
for 
a 
safer 
cigarette, the Third World 
Conference on Smoking and 
Health in New York has been 
told. 
So is the tobacco industry. 
In the past 20 years, the 
industry 
has 
gradually 
lowered the tar and nicotine 
content of cigarettes to make 
them less harmful. 
Tar and nicotine levels 
today are half what they 
were in 1955 and smokers 
hardly noticed — the change 
was so gradual. 
Of Uncle Sam’s role, Dr. 
Gio B Gori, deputy director 
of the 
National 
Cancer 
Institute, said: 
“ Our position: banning 
cigarettes is not acceptable 
in contemporary society. 
“What we are trying to do: 
reduce risks of those who 
smoke despite the w a r­ 
nings.” 
On one front, he said, 
efforts 
a re 
directed 
at 
identifying 
the high 
risk 
smokers. Not everyone who 
smokes gets lung cancer, for 
example. But some, due to 
genetic or behavior profiles, 
may be at higher risk. 
“ If we could identify these 
people, 
we 
could deliver 
heavier warnings to them,” 
Gori said. 
A second area of govern­ 
ment activity aim ed at 


helping the smoker: sear­ 
ching for a substitute drug to 
produce 
the 
effects 
of 
nicotine. Behavior scientists 
have 
established 
that 
smoking 
is 
m ainly 
a 
nicotine-seeking activity. 
The major approach of the 
government is to find less 
harmful cigarettes: remove 
toxic components and leave 
the pleasure parts. 
“ But 
w h a t’s 
toxic 
is 
p le a su ra b le ,” said Gori, 
indicating this presents a 
dilemma. 
Reducing 
the tars and 
nicotine through tobacco 
extenders, by using more 
tobacco stem in the mixture, 
by improving filtration is 
another strategy. 
Gori said there probably is 
a limit to which nicotine and 
Jar levels can be reduced 
and still please the smoker. 
“ But experience of the last 
20 years shows that smokers 
can accept milder cigarettes 
if 
the 
change 
is 
very 
gradual,” he said. 
He said research is un­ 
derway to give mild, less 
harmful cigarettes a “kick” 
similar to stronger ones. 
This 
involves, 
among 
other jhin&s, concocting 
frag^ahces and flavors that 
will 
give 
the 
olfactory 
system anet taste buds the 
sensation oT much stronger 
cigarettes.
